-This suit was brought originally-;, in the 


Court of Jui'ices, and judgment recovered 
for the plaintiff, and is now beiore this 
Court ol Common Pleas by appeal of defen- 
dant and as the case is one of considerable 
interest in this community, involving as it 
does, some important points of land agency 
we will endeavor to give as corectly as we 
can what each party avers, and the leading 
facts. 


The appeal from the lower Court ' 


made first, to the April term of the Court 
of Common Pleas, and then tried, when 
the Jury did not agree, standing nine, for 
plaintiff, and three for defendant. It was 
then continued and this is the second trial 
before this Court. 


Mr. Wm. B. Wilson the defendant owns 


a cottage residence situated on the Beach

(equenlly Mr. Hutohinson lost his wife and 
wished to disoivo tho contract. This was 
early in the season, near the month of 
June. 
Negotiations were entered into 


about the matter, and a correspondence be- 
tween .• essrs. Smith and Hutchinson took 
place, and resulted in an agreement on the 
part of Wi Ison to accept $400,00 in full 
satisfaction of all damages lor Mr. Hutch- 
inson's not fulfill ii.g his part of the con- 
tract, and Mr. Smith was authorized in 
writing by Mr. Wilson to accept that sum 
from Mr. H. in full satisfaction acd re- 
leasement, which was accordingly done,
